Ropes it {eems are peculiar to fuch Sounding: 


In regard to the fecond Article, relating to the 
military Eftablifment in Nova Scotia, 1 believe fw 
will argue for it that have heard the Vranfaétions of 
military Government ; and I believe fewer w Il put 
themicives under it’s Power. Indeed, we may ven- 
ture to affirm, there can be no Society under the 
Breath of Court-Martials ; and that ao Atmofphere 
fo deftrudtive of Liberty, the very Fil uce of Lite, 
can therefore never be refpired by tshofe whont 
Nature hath informed and Art improved. Wheré 
fuch Men as thefe cannot live, I deem fit Places ior 
the Pofleffion of wild Beafts and abfolute Governors, 
Nor fhall I put fuch an Indignity upon civ:/, as to 
oppofe it in Argument to military, Goverument.

Ws are under no Obligation to pleafe his French

His Majefty has prefented his Royal Highnefs the 
Duke of Cumberland with the Pofléffion of Cran- 
bourn Lodge, belonging to his Grace the Jate Duke 
of St. Alban’s. 

The Marquis of Mirepoix, is created a Duke of 
France; and we are aflured there will be Fireworks 
and other Marks of Joy here, on Occafion of the 
Birth of the Dauphin’s Son, 10000!. being {peedily 
to be remitted from Paris on that Account. 

His Majelty having received Information, that 
the Plague hath for foine Time paft raged, and doth 
ftill contiune du rage with the greateft Violence in 
Conftantinople and in the Parts adjacent; his Ma 
jefty oue of his tender Regard for the Prefervation 
of his People, has been pleafed to order, that all 
fuch Ships as are arrived from the Levant, and not 
yet unladen, or that fhall hereafter arrive io 
any Port of this Kingdom, or the Ifles thereto 
belonging, do make their Quarantine tor 40 Days, 
which are to commence trom the Day each fhip 
fall come to Anchor in the Places appointed for 
porforming fuch Quarentine. ‘That unull and 
during the Time vor making fuch Quarentine, 
no Perfoa coming, or Goods imported 11 any fhip 
fhall come on thore, or be landed in any Place 
within this Kingdom, or any of the Ifles thereto 
belonging. Tinat if at the Expiration of 40 Days 
Quarentine to be performed, it fhall appear to the 
Oihcers of the Cuftums, that fuch fhip, and every 
Perfon therein have duly performed their Quaren- 
tine, and that the Ship and all Perfons on boaid are 
free from Tatcdtion then the refpective Perfans com- 
ing 1 the faid fhip fhall be permuted to go on fhore, 
but the Good, tmpoited in fuch fhip together with 
the Bedding of tic failors, thail be landed opencd 
and aired, and fo remain a Week, and a‘ter may 
be brought to the Plac.s of their Difcharge ; except 
Hemp and Flax, Paper or Books, all Silks, Fea 
thers Grograin or Mohair Yarn, Human or Goat: 
Hair, Carmenia Wool, Camblets, Carpets, Burders, 
or other Manulactures of Sik and Cotton, Kud- 
skins, or Skins in the Wool or Hair, Spunges, 
Wine and Oil in Chetts, “‘Vhread Stockings, all 
Goods packed in Straw or Cotton, Straw Hats and 
Brufhes, Matting and Artificial Flowers; | which 
Goods, after Quarentine, till an Account be laid 
betore his Majeity in Council, and Orders given 
concerning the :ame. That Whatever Ship or 
Peifon fhall receive any Men or Goods from on 
board avy Sip or Veffel under Quarantine, fhall be 
compelled to perform the like Quarentine. That 
fuch Perfony after Quasentine pertormed fhall be 
employed in the Hold of any thip, for the taking 
ary Goods not liable to retain Infection,  thall 
be vbliged to perform a new Quarentine of 49 Days, 
And ail whom it may concern, are directed to ufe 
their uimoft Diligence and Care that the above 
Orders be duly performed, 

There are feveral Letters from Hallifax, in Nova 
Scoria which mention the Ai: ival of the Speedwell, 
Jofph Wilfon, Mafter, and the Gale, ‘Thomas 
Calton, Matter, both from Rotterdam, with about 
s0o0 German fetilers fhipcd off from thence, all 
in very good He Ith, after a Paflage of fix Weeks, 
and were extremely well fitisficd with their Recep.

We have Letters from Bofton, by a Veffel ar- 
rived from Chineéto, which fay, that the French 
are bufy in bailsing a large and ftrong Fort within 
a Mile and a ialf ours, and that they had fired 
feveral Shot at it trom: the Dover Sloop of War as 
fhe Jay at Anchor ma Creek near our Fort; and 
that the French Men of War, feen fome Weeks 
ago ftanding up the Bay of Fuady, were arrived in 
St. John’s River. ; 

They write from Hamburgh, that the late Re- 
ports of a fublivy Treaty being concluded between 
the Brittifh Court and the Duke of Saxe Gotha, 
whereby the latter fhould furnith a Body of 8000 
Men, are groundiefs, at leaft premature, but they 
can’t tell which. 

We hear from Belfaft in the North of Ireland, 
that fome Time laft Month, Lord Donegall’s 
Houfe there, inhabited by Mr. Macartney, was in 
his Abfence fet on Fire in the Night by fome mali- 
cious Perfon, who had got over the Garden Wall, 
and bored a Hole in the outfide Window-fhutter of 
one of the Parlour Windows, through which he had 
thruft fome Powder, Brimftone aad a Brimftone 
Match, a Part of which was found next Morning 
on the Sill of the Window. By this Means having 
fet Fire to the fhutters, the faith immediately catch- 
ed the Flame, But by the Cracking of the Glafs 
Mrs. Macartney, who was happily up after the reft 
of the Family were in Bed, was alarmed, and per- 
ceiving the Flames; upon which fhe immediately 
raifed her Family, and had the Town alarmed. 


By the timely Affiftance of ‘her Méighbours atfd a 
Fire Engine, the Fire was éxtinguifhed, vpithout 
doing farther Damagé than + eg a of ithe Par- 
lour Wainfcot, Had not Mrs. Macartney been up 
later than her Hour, fhe, with her Mother, five 
Infants and the whole Family muft in a Quarter of 
an Hour have perifhed in the Flames, and the Writ- 
ings of the Donnegall Eftate, as well as Mr. Ma- 
cartney’s Papers, had been entirely deftroyed. By 
the Light of the Flame, a Perfon in a neighbouring 
Houfe, whofe Windows overlook the Garden, faw 
a Man running acrofs it, and it is beheved he made 
bis Efcape over the Wall by which he came ta. 

Laft Sunday Morning a Fire broke out at the 
Houfe of Hume Campbell, E‘q; near Colabrook, 
Counfellor at Law, which burnt with fuch Violence, 
that in about an Hour’s Time the whole Houfe wa. 
confumed, with all the rich Furniture, Plate and 
other Things to a confiderable Value. It was fo 
fierce, that Mr. Campbell was obtiged to get down 
fiom his Chamber, and had not even time to put 
his Breeches on. A Woman io the Houfe was like 
wife let down in the fame Manner, covered with 
a Sheet. ‘here were threc Engines playing, but 
without Eff @. The Fire was fi: tt di‘covered by a 
Helper in the Stables, who very fortunately heppen’d 
to be up, cleaning his Hories, otherwile, in all 
Probability, Mr. Campbell, with the reft of the 
Family, mutt have perifhed. 

We hear that the poor Watc!.man who was 
killed laft Saturday Night in Sc. Giles’s, owed his 
Fate to his having refifted the Impetuolity of fome 
young Gentlemen, who wire frolicking in the 
{treet, who, in Revenge for his daring to oppoie 
them, thought proper to kill h mM. 

On Sunday Evening, about Eight o’Clock, the 
Lady of the French Ambaffador was attacked tn her 
Coach and Six, (as fhe was going co Lady Hamil 
ton’s at Chifwick) at the Botwom cf Chifwick 
Lane, by three Hizhwaymen, one of whom bid 
the Coachman ftand, which he not under ftinding, 
a Footman behind the Coach cail d to him to drive 
on, and with his Comrade, having eaci of them 
Flambeaux, jumped fiom behind the Coach, and 
attacked the H.ghwaymen, while the Coach drive 
away, on which they rode off without robbing the 
Lady. 

Laft Monday Evening as four Gentlemen, Su- 
percargocs, &c. of the IIchefter Indiaman, were 
coming to Town in Poft Chaifes, they were at- 
tucked by two Highwaymen on Shooter’s Hill, who 
preiented their Piftols, which the Gentlemen an- 
twered by firing upon them, and the Highwaymen 
returned the fame Complement; and after both 
Parties had difcharged all their Arms, the Highway - 
men came clofe up to the Chaifes, and there loaded 
their Piftols, threatning they would blow out their 
Brains if they made any farther Reitttance, they 
then ordered the Poft Boy to drive into the Wood, 
where they tied the Gentlemen to the Trees, open- 
ed their Portmanteaus, and finding therein very 
valuable Effects, they laid them upun a Horie, and 
left the Gentlemen ; bit in about an Hour’s-after, 
one of them returned, and releafed them, faying 
they might make the beft of their Way to London. 

The fame Day the Winchefter Coach was ftopt 
near Turnham Green, by two Highwaymen, one 
ot ‘whom prefeuted a Piftol, and ordered the Paflen- 
gers to deliver; but to their furprize they met with 
what they little expected, for there were three Men 
armed, in order to guard two of thé Paflengers, who 
had got a confiderable Sum of Money with them; 
one of the Mea was placed behind the Coach, ano- 
ther on the Top, and the third on the Box ; which 
laft, as foon as the Highwayman prefented his Pifto] 
fired at him, and wounded him in: the Breaft, en 
which they both rode off, and he who was wounded, 
feemed to be incapable of fitting his Horfe long.
